WASHINGTON, Deo. 17.—Mr. Dolph 
presented the credentials of Mr. John 
H. Mitchell, of Oregon. 
Mr. Mitchell 
was sworn in. 


Mr. Hoar, from tbe committee on 
privileges and elections, reported favor- 
ably the bill to fix the day for a meeting 
of the electors for president and vice 
president, to provide for and regulate 
the counting of the vote for president 
and vice president and the decision of 
questions arising therefrom. 


Mr. Hoar said he would call up the 
bill for action immediately after the dis- 
posal of the presidential succession bill 
and the bill fixing the salary of United 
States district judges. The calendar was 
then proceeded with, 


Tha chair laid before the senate a res- 
olution of Mr. Butler calling for a com- 
mittee to inquire as to the alleged organ- 
ization of the territory of Dakota into a 
state and the alleged election of United 
States senators. 


Mr. Harrison did not think a commit- 
mittee necessary for that purpose, and 
said the action of Dakota followed the 
precedent of Tennessee, California and 
Michigan. 


After further debate the matter went 
over till to-morrow and the president 
succession bill was taken up.

vided for by tbe bill now before the sen- 
ate was the only possible constitutional 
exercise under the limited power accord- 
ed by the constitution to congress.

fingers generally are quiet ; but if they 
begfin to workor contract he is growing 
tired. 
Then he will shift from one foot 
to thé other. If the man bores him the 
arms gradually come forward. 
Tbe 
move is gradual, but if the infliction 
continues the hands fall to the side— 
thumbs in. If still the visitor insists 
in staying, the arms go out and the 
thumbs beat against bis side. 
"Then 
is the time for disappearing." 
The 
game is up when Cleveland begins to 
beat time with his hands on his side. 
It is well to remember this, and when 
one sees the hands moving from the 
back out the interview short and de- 
l^art. 
Tbe President has worn two 
quite smooth places on each side of bis 
coat, simply by beating tnue against 
them with hxs hands.

"Sbe still exacts for 
herself the pun etilo of former centu- 
ries. 
Men and women of the highest 
rank kneel to her to-daj; Cabinet 
Ministers kiss her hand. 
She refuses 
to receive any personal service from a 
meuial except at table. 
She never 
opens a door or directs a letter. Dukes 
and Duchesses cloak her in public and 
commoners become 'Honorable' for life 
because they have waited on her Maj- 
esty. 
At a garden-party I have seen 
a Duchess walking behind her to carry 
a bouquet or standing at the entrance 
of a tent while her mistress went with- 
in to refresh herself. 
The sovereign's 
own daughters arrange her robes when 
she opens Parliament; the Prince of 
Wales pays homage as a subject on 
the same occasion; her children must 
be presented at court up>\n their mar- 
riage. 
In the early part of her reign 
she was visiting Louis Philippe, then 
King of the French, at his Chateau 
d'Eu, and one day asked for a glass of 
water. It was handed her by a servant, 
but her Majesty declined to receive it; 
whereupon the King directed one of 
his own sons to öfter the goblet, which 
was then graciously accepted."
